No Panacea for Present-Day 
Problems, Speaker Says Here

complex. Dr. James MUlar opened 
his address on "America Todaj-," at 
the notary club meeting Tuesday 
noon, 

"Those who apeak about our 
problems tall Into three categories, 
tho Impressionist, tho propagandist 
and the auUiorlt}'," Dr. Millar 
pointed out. 

The speaker, who la director and 
lecturer for the 06od Cltiteiuhlp 
foundaUon at PorUand, Ore., Indi- 
cated Ihera are many people today 
who speak u authorlUea about for- 
eign countries and people, but who 
are really Just Impressionists. 'They 
ore the ones who spent two or three 
weeks la a country and emerge 
speaking auUiorltatlvely." 

Dr. Millar added that a propa- 
gandist Is one who -has pre-con- 
cetved noUons about a country or 
people and goes to that county 
merely to verify hU Ideas, "An 
authority is one nbo has actually 
lived with all claues of a people ot 
a foreign Country," he aald. 

"nio former Twin Falls and Buhl 
Presbyterian minister stressed that 



there were Uiree ways to under- 
stand people, historically, paychol' 
oglcally ond economically. 

"We must not bo discouraged by 
Uie friction now prevailing in the 
Uidtcd Nations. With our imdcr- 
standlng ot tticse people, wo should 
have trusL Wllhout trust our Imag- 
InoUons CO wild and we conjure up 
a lot of ideas that are not true."

■ NOT-SO-SECRET ATOM , 

Mr. Bpruch'a belief that Runsla haa ob' 
tallied some ol our atomic bomb accrcta evi- 
dently was conllded to members of the gov. 
cmracnt some, time ago. If, ns;rcpprtcd, 
few congressmen liavc. Jiad the'' Information 
for several months, then It may be supposed 
that the President, high military officers, the 
atomic cnercy commission members and per- 
haps others had the same knowledge. 

So' the question la. whot effect will the 
"leak" have which betrayed American Buspl- 
clon of Soviet apylng tb-the world? On first 
thought It ijilght secra a great pity that some 
congressman passed along the Information 
from a closed session of the Joint congrcs- 
filonal committee on atomic energy. 

There Is no comfort In the knowledge that 
International discussion of this grave matter 
has to be devious and deceptive at the present 
time. But that seems to be the way It Is. Now, 
If Russia does possess secret Information on 
the bomb, we have lost the slight advantage 
of keeping secret from Russia our knowledge 
that these secrets were out. 

It Is too soon to say whether this turn of 
events will work to our disadvantage In fur- 
ther negotiations. Wo may have turned up 
our hole card. On the other hand, this leak 
may serve to put Soviet tactics In a different 
light. 

Russia's negotiators have been firm tn their 
Insistence that discussion ot International 
atomic energy control be made part of discus- 
sions of general disarmament. Disarmament 
is a complicated matter and, with Russia' 
familiar habit of hair-splitting, the talks 
might drag on and on. There was a natural 
suspicion even before Mr. Banich's revelation 
that the Soviet government might be stall- 
ing for time. Since then^ lhe suspicion Is 
naturally stronger. 

Any direct accusation that Soviet scientists 
have been given this secret boipb Information 
would most certainly be denied by their gov- 
ernment. But the suspicion will be shared not 
jinly by the United States but by other UN 
members. This might at least- alter the spirit 
of further atomic discussion. 

In the meantime, the world will be wonder- 
ing anxiously how much this new knowledge. 
If Russian scientists have It. has advanced 
them toward construction of an atomic- 
energy weapon. The iron curtain Is still down, 
of course. But severol Important preliminary 
lacts are already known. 

Russia has been producing radium for 25 
years. Russia built the first cyclotron In Eu- 
rope In 1034. Soviet scientists have been 
studying the behavior of the uranium atom 
under bombardment since IQW. They have 
also done research in cosmic ray energy, and 
last year's Stalin prize went to a Professor 
Zhdanov for splitting the atomic nuclei of 
bromlum and silver with cosmic rays. 

Since the bombing of Hiroshima scientists 
have been telling us that U Is only a question 
of time until other nations have atomic wea- 
pons. Some of them have said this would 
happen "In five years — perhaps less." The 
likelihood that Russia now has some of the 
Important data on our Aucccsstul work brings 
the "perhaps less" a little closer. 

This possible Imminence Is disturbing. But 
there seems nothing for this government to 
dOTxecpt resume Its efforts to set up an Inter- 
national control with greater energy and 
greater speed. 



DEATH OF TEX RANKIN 

There Is something ironical about the news 
that Tex Rankin has gone to hk dc.ith In 
plane crash which could be 'described as 
"almost routine." 

One gets the same reaction upon learning 
that some war hero, who went through nil 
hell on the battlefields ot Europe, dies amid 
the comfortable surroundings of his home by 
slipping off a step ladder. 

A few years before the war, Tex Rankin 
and his troupe of dare-devil flyers thrilled 
thousands of spectators during an air clrcyis 
at Hurley. The acrobatics he and hU fellow 
pilots went through were breath taking to say 
the least. 

More than one Individual In that audience 
remarked: 

"Some day that crazy fool Is going to kill 
himself; Just you wait and see." 

And the other day, Tex Rankin did kill him- 
self, but not while stunt flying. 

Shortly after taking off with a plane of the 
conventional type, which he was demonstrat- 
ing to a buyer, Rankin started losing altitude 
rapidly, crashed into a high tension line, and 
died like hundreds of less experienced airmen 
have met their end. ■ 

How such an outstanding flyer, who could 
make an airplane do almost impossible 
things, should die in such a manner Is one of 
those mysteries which still have a cunning 
way or plaguing aviation.

One or tho majnr achievements of a IcKWallvo 
.c^Mon that took.^ like it mlKhi be rather barren ol 
■ucli b the enactment of n non-partisan prison board 
bill Ju.^t sent to Oovcrnor Robins lor hU slinature, 
llou-ve action was unanimous. 

Tlio change, called for by an amendment to the 
constitution voted by the people, takes control ot tho 
prison nnd ot tho pardons and poroles from lha 
governor, secrctorj' of sl.ilo nnd attorney general, 
whoso past admlnisiraUon li.is, to put It mildly, not 
been outstandlnK. Tlircc lull time otilclals who will 
receive salarlra ot H.OOO a year each, will handle the 
tajk. 

lAnha Judges will under the new setup effective 
July 1 Impose only maximum sentences. Mlnlmumi 
will be set six months alter tho prisoners enter the 
Inslltutlon, b.Tsed upon thtlr records before and durinc 
confinement. Tlie.-.c may be changed later, depcndmg 
on conduct. 

The new stlup will not bo perfect unUl we have 
perfect men to operate It. but It will have two ad- 
vantages. The prison board will not bo up tor reelec- 
, nor will the Rovomor who appoints them under 
ricw system. And Uicy will have their full time, 
not mtrcly a spare moment now and then, to devote 
to the prt-vin and Its Inmates.
